Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 

to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In claim 1, line 6, the term "using as a site" is indefinite. In line 8, it is not understood 
what is meant by the term "straddling relation". In line 10, it is not clear which structural element 
being used as the stop, the door frame, or the strip. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Krimmel (Pat. 
No. 3,279,463). 
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Krimmel teaches a method of using a massaging device comprising steps of using a door 
frame as the site (column 1, liens 14-16), positioning massaging devices (13-16) in a straddling 
relation to a vertically oriented rectangular strip (1 1 or 12) disposed along a wall of the door 
frame. Notes that it is inherent that the door frame usually serving as a stop for a pivotal traverse 
of a door mounted in the doorway. Figure 2 of Krimmel further shows the instructing step. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Chester (Pat. 
No. 4,416,271). 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Norris (Pat. No. 2,466,470), Doggwiler (Pat. No. 5,774,907), Ide (Pat. 

No. 6,056,704), Kost (Pat. No. 1,257,957), and Bleggi (Pat. NO. 5,174,282) are cited to show 
different massaging devices.
